_yendered, in_exechange for small and 
cragey Tougkong, the beautifully- 
wooded, fer tile, and well-harboured 
Chusan group. We have done the hest, 
however, with an acquisition which 
was nominally not very inviting; and , 
the town of Victoria world appear to 
have benefited rather than suffered ;

We hehr that a most successful 
launch took place yesterday the 23rd 
instant, from the shipyard of the 
Kiangnan Avsonal.- Theo dispatch 
steamer Pluto was well-known to many 
of pur readers, especially those who 
took an active part in tho “ever victo- 
rious Army.” It was decided last year 
by the Chineso authorities that’ the 
Pluto hal become so far deteriorated 
that it was necessary to replace her by 
anew ship; hence tho vessel. which. 
was lannched yesterday may now be 
termed the new Pluto. Mr. Renuie, 
Naval Atchitect to the Arscnal, desigued 
and has superintended the building of 
the-vessel, the length of which is about 
160 feet; breadth 254 feet ; depth, 13 
feet. When launched she draws about 
6 feet’; but when engines and all fitting 
are comploted it is calculated that she 
will draw 9 feet. She. is built with 
quartov deck ‘aft, and bas a powerful 
and prominent ram'stem, The hull of 
the new Pluto is built of wrought iron 
throughout, ‘even to the masts, The
